establishment of Robinson A- Sty run, 
lib Field street. 
Miss Brown was the niece of Jeff 
D. Robinson, a member of the firm. 
All the circumstances and indica­ 
tions point to attempted robbery of 
the vault as the motive which actuat- 
< d Hie crime, and it is on this theory 
that the police and detectives are 
working. 
Miss 
Brown’s 
father, 
Randolph 
Brown, who is a policeman, was walk­ 
ing his heat a block from tile office 
at the time the murder was being 
perpetrated. 
It was believed Miss Brown went 
to work thirty minutes before the 
other employes reported. 
Examination of the body showed 
the young woman had fought bravely, 
hut finally was rendered unconscious 
by several Mows en th 
there were three larg< _ 
the throat, almost from ear to ear. 
All the arteries, the trachea and 
jugular were severed and the wounds 
extended back to tin* spinal canal, 
just above the clavicle. 
A long ugly bruise extended across 
tin* left temple and side of the head, 
ami the inside of the fingers of tile 
n’ght hand were cut to the hone. 
The imprints of finger nails were 
discover! d on both arms, the neck 
and breast aud beneath the left ear 
and marks of a full set of teeth were 
found on the right forearm. 
On tile floor bv th** body a small 
o«-I ring which she wore was picked 
up. 
This ring was badly bent, as 
though it had slipped from lier finger 
during the struggle and was stepped 
on either by herself or her assailant. 
On a shelf two or three feet from 
where the body fell was a carpenter's 
clawhammer, which it is thought was 
used by the assassin in heating his 
victim into insensibility, after w aioli 
he cut her throat. 
Only one small 
blood spot was found on the hammer 
handle. 
In the wash basin a half gallon or 
mere of water was dyed a crimson ice! 
by the blood which had been washed 
from the hands of the murdered be­ 
fore he made his escape. 
Miss Brown was a small woman, 
weighing scarcely 
more than 
105 
pounds, and inasmuch as the room in 
which the tragedy took place was not 
disarranged in the slightest, it was 
evident the murder was committed In 
a strong person, who experienced no 
difficulty in overpowering her. 
In fact, the teeth marks on the arni 
indicate that that member was held 
fast in the mouth of toe brute while 
the other was pinioned with one of 
his hands, leaving the other free to 
wield the bludgeon and knife. 
The wearing apparel of Miss Brown J 
w as not badly disarranged below her j 
waist, but from 
her 
waist 
to her j 
shoulders 
the 
clothing 
was badly 
torn. 
Physicians who examined the 
body assert that robbery of the office 
vault must have been the motive of 
the murderer. 
Chief of Police John W. Ryan and 
Chief of Detectives J. F. Tanner say 
they have found no clew, and Blat ev­ 
ery effort on their part to establish 
something tangible upon 
which to 
work has proven futile. 
So cleverly did the assassin cover 
up his tracks the peace officers are 
absolutely mystified, although half a 
dozen of more detectives have been 
assigned to the case and are ener­ 
getically engaged in making a thor­ 
ough and exhaustive investigation.

Friday, He was installing some m a­ 
chinery in the Chamberlain & Fel­ 
lows rock quarry. Saturday afternoon 
l o was at the 
depot 
at Rocheport 
talking to the agent. 
‘‘A freight train was on the siding 
waiting for No. IO, which is the Katv 
Limited, to pass. 
Hartman stepped 
out of tho station and started walk­ 
ing west down 
the track. TTe had 
his head down and was evidently in 
a deep study. 
‘‘He had hardly gone 
thirty feet 
when the engine was upon him. Ho 
33w his danger too late, and beyond 
throwing his hands above his head7 
j he mad** no effort to escape. 
“ He w as struck in the abdomen by 
the deadwood on the pilot of the en­ 
gine and thrown about tw enty feet 
to one side. The train never stopped 
k id it is possible the 
crew* 
never 
"knew they had hit a man. 
‘‘Bystanders carried H artm an to a 
doctor’s office, where 
an 
exam ina­ 
tion was made. Both arm s were bro­ 
ken and he suffered

DISTRIBUTE COST OF ROADS 


Let Money Spent Be Levied Upon As­ 
sessed Valuation of State— New 
York Plan Favored. 


Country roads should be built and 
maintained from the funds of the gen­ 
eral public. 
No public road Is of pure­ 
ly local importance; 
no community 
nor industry but is in some degree 
dependent upon the efficiency of all 
highways 
Since the development of 
automobiles, more than half the traf­ 
fic on the average country read is 
purely city traffic. 
Why should town­ 
ships, for instance, be made to bear 
their equal share for road expense re­ 
gardless 
of 
wealth 
and 
resources. 
when the roads to be built benefit 
neighboring communities and even dis­ 
tant cities as much, and sometimes 
more, than the immediate 
locality. 
Roads are the arteries and veins of

Because some of them are 
remote from the heart of trade does 
not lessen their significance to the 
Ahole. 
Let money spent for roads be levied 
upon the assessed valuation of the 
3tate, says the Farm and Home.

Illinois, for instance, 67 per cent, of 
the total taxable property is located in 
incorporated cities and towns. 
Should 
the 33 per cent, comprising country 
property bear all the burden for build­ 
ing and maintaining the highways? 
By means of state and county appro­ 
priations, or state and county bonds. 
or both, equitably divided, the road 
burden would be more fairly distrib­ 
uted. 
The New YTork plan of divid­ 
ing the cost between state, county 
and town works very well and Is prob­ 
ably as fair and just as any that could 
be devised.
